"The cost of living Is not n theory 


with (ho workers; it Is a 'plain un> 
varnished tale' thnt cannot be ex- 
plained 
away 
by sophistry. 
The 


United States bureau of statistic* 
shows that living costs are mounting 
higher and higher. 
Its report fop 


August, this year, shows an Increase 
of two per cent over last July, an In- 
crease of 15 per cent between August 
lust year and August this year, and 
an Increase of 70 per cent during the 
five-year period between August, 191S, 
and August, ]918. 


"The right to live comes first, and 


workers will resist any attempt to 
reduce their living standard, in view 
of present costs, even though some 
j>raployer talks of capturing the mar- 


I kets of the world. 


"I am hopeful thnt the best thought 


among the employers and other ele- 
ments of our citizenship will agrea 
that nothing will create more Internal 


) turmoil than a denial that the highest 


possible living standards for work- 
ers is the first requisite for the 
America we dream to have. 


"The eight-hour day should be ac- 


cepted by every manufacturer not only 
because the transition to a peace basis 
may be Orderly through the quick a«- 
simllatJon of workers but for the 
larger reasons that have so often been 
advanced In fa\or of a shorter work 
day."
